Year Total Keeps Ahead of 
Last Year on Repair and 
Alteration Activity

With only $5,640 worth of build- 
ing activity for the month, July, 
next to January and February 
this year, is the third lowest 
month in the past two years, being 
one-third of what it was for July, 
1940, and slightly over half of the 
total for last month. 

July is the first month this year 
during which no building permits 
for new homes have been issued. 
Construction for the month was 
confined to $4,985 for altcrations 
and additions, and $705 for re- 
pairs.

New Start Needed To Settle} 
Contract Between Two Cities 


Upland, officially, thinks: its sewage disposal econtraet 
with Ontario is valid. 

Ontario has an opposite view—it thinks the contract. is 
invalid. 

Situations like this oecur daily somewhere—‘‘experts’” 
disagreeing. In the final amalysis, the Upland-Ontario con- 
: ltract problem is one point of view against another point of

The eity couneils of the two cities are unable to see eye 
to eye. After three years of trying to reach a ‘‘compromise”’ 
settlement, the offi¢ials are at the parting of the ways. It 
is likely there has been a clash of personalities and no doubt 
some irksome irritations have «developed. The situation 
seems hopelessly tangled. 

In any event, only a few short months remain before the’ 
24-year-old contract expires. Upland has notified Ontario 
it will exercise an option and continue the contract for an- 
other 24 years. Ontafio officials’ attitude is one of repud- 
iation. 

Where do we go from here! 

To the law court? i 

Regardless of the decision there, both cities would lose. 
The accruing financiat bill would be tremendous and Father 
Time could never heal the il-feeling that would doubtless 
result, . 

The question is one that CAN be settled. If the city 
councils cannot settle it, perhaps another group of citizens 
ean. About 99.9 per cent of the people in the two 
communities want the matter settled im a friendly manner, 
fairly, permanently, and in a way that will best serve the 
great community as a whole. 


- There are in each community at least three men whose 
training, experience, mental eapabilities and attitude are 
sueh that they could rea¢h a satisfactory settlement. We do 
not know who these men are. Mayor David J. Cameron 
could select three to represent Upland. Likewise, Mayor 
George P. Weldon of Ontario eould appoint his group of 
representatives. 

The six persons, plus any degal or engineering advisors, 
could then review the entire problem ef sewage disposal. 
Their decision could be based-on what is fair and right; not 
on what some legal expert might think about the contract 
made in 1917, and not on how technicalities in the law could 
be used to the advantage of one city and the disadvantage 
of the other. 

Of course, the matter could be taken to eourt. For either 
city the chances of suceess are 50-50. Suppose Upland

1917 established what they thought was an arrangement of 
mutual benefits. Twenty-four years later that same arrange- 
ment is beneficial to Upland, but not to Ontario. 

While always maintaining the contract is valid, 
officials recognize that the present set-up is somewhat one- 
sided. In the spirit of neighborliness, Upland officials con- 
sidered ways and means of changing the arrangement to a :

In the same spirit, Ontario officials conferred with their 


neighbor on the north. But in the long months of negotia- 


tions, the end has not been realized. |

ive sewage disposal plant and heavier taxes on all the resi- 
dents of Upland and Ontario? 

Or, will there be twe friendly cities, cooperating in main- | 
taining one plant at a minimum of expense? This can be the 
result. ; 

Apparently, a new start should be made in reaching a 
settlement. Appointment of new representatives in each 
city to handle this matter would provide a new start. A new 
start must be made before it is too late.

We, who 
live here, and are part of it, will probably have to read about 
it years hence, in history books, before we quite believe it.
